ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A device, 
including two holes for receiving test strips or measurement strips, reports an error 
message when both receiving holes are inserted with a strip for the measurement and 
analysis of a sample, for example glucose in a sample of blood is not disclosed or 
suggested by the prior art of record. 

2. The closest prior art of record is to Housefield that discloses a test apparatus that 
includes a base station, having a slot for receiving a test strip as well as a portable 
tester that is linked to the base station when docked or mounted to the base is 
considered to be the device with two holes for receiving test strips. Housefield however 
does not disclose an error message when both receiving holes have measurement 
strips inserted into the respective holes for analysis. The prior art of record does not 
disclose, teach or suggest the device as claimed.
